Superintendent's  Report. 

To  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital: — 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  September  30th.  1911. 

As  the  Hospital  came  into  existence  as  a  building  about  1820, 
this  repor^t  must  be  high  in  number  among  those  transmitted  to  the 
various  Boards  which  governed  it.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  re- 
cords of  the  history  of  the  Hospital  have  largely  disappeared,  and 
must  be  rebuilt  by  a  laborious  process  of  compilation  from  long- 
forgotten  newspapers  and  documents.  This  must  be  done,  as 
with  the  development  of  the  New  Toronto  General  Hospital  the 
contrast  between  the  humble  beginnings  of  nearly  a  century  ago 
and  the  splendid  accomplishment  of  the  present  make  the  history 
of  the  institution  one  of  the  most  important  in  Canadian  hospital 
circles.

As  will  be  learned  from  the  foregoing  figures,  the  work  of  the 
hospital  is  steadily  increasing,  indeed  many  departments  are  over- 
taxed to  such  an  extent  that  we  are  anxiously  looking  for  the  relief 
which  the  New  Hospital  will  afford.  To  some  classes  of  cases,  such 
as  erysipelas,  we  have  been  forced  to  do  an  injustice,  as  surgical 
patients  have  demanded  accommodation  in  medical  wards,  and  it 
has  not  been  safe  to  expose  these  surgical  patients  to  the  dangers 
which  would  exist  if  they  were  nursed  in  wards  where  erysipelas  was 
rampant. 

The  difficulty  of  segregating  cases  of  certain  type  is  encountered 
in  every  hospital,  but  fortunately,  it  has  been  found  possible  to 
confine  the  typhoid  patients  to  one  floor,  where  they  have  been 
nursed  far  more  successfully  than  would  have  been  the  case  had 
they  been  scattered  here  and  there  in  various  wards.  It  has 
meant  greater  protection,  both  to  patient  and  nurse,  and  the  re- 
sults have  been  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 
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House  Staff. 
As  you  are  aware  the  custom  of  having  a  House  Staff  made  up  of 
Internes  and  Externes  has  been  abolished,  and  Internes  alone  are 
now  employed.  These  young  graduates  join  the  staff  for  a  definite 
period  of  eighteen  months,  spending  six  months  in  Medicine,  a 
similar  period  in  Surgery  and  the  remainder  of  their  service  in 
other  departments.  This  change  has  undoubtedly  been  in  the 
interests  of  the  hospital.  The  weakness  of  the  department  is 
largely  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  salaried  resident  officer  in 
charge;  an  officer  who  could  direct  and  control  these  young  men  in  a 
manner  best  calculated  to  produce  efficient  service.  No  one  can 
expect  a  senior  house  officer,  who  has  practically  the  same  duties 
of  service  as  his  sub-ordinates,  without  salary,  to  direct  and  con- 
trol a  most  important  department,  in  addition  to  other  multifarious 
duties.  The  Senior  House-Surgeons  have  been  admirable,  but 
they  have  been  too  much  hampered,  and  could  not  carry  the  authority 
necessary  to  produce  the  best  results. 

Nurses. 

In  view  of  the  near  approach  of  the  time  when  the  New  Hospital 
is  to  be  occupied,  much  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  develop- 
ment of  an  organization  likely  to  be  adequate  to  meet  the  demands 
of  a  new  situation.  Obviously  the  nursing  problem  will  be  the 
most  important  one,  as  our  present  staff  cannot  be  expected  to 
undertake  the  care  of  the  additional  patients  who  will  undoubtedly 
come  to  us  from  the  very  first.  The  new  Out-door  will  be  exten- 
sive and  elaborate,  the  many  operating  rooms  will  demand  effecient 
nurses,  and  the  large  building  for  paying  patients  is,  in  itself,  a  large 
hospital.  As  nurses  take  time  to  train,  it  is  necessary  that  we  at 
once  make  some  substantial  addition  to  our  staff.  The  trouble 
is  to  find  accommodation  for  such  additions.  Proposals  in  regard 
to  the  meeting  of  this  difficulty  will  in  due  course,  be  submitted  to 
you. 

Social  Service. 

It  is  proposed  at  an  early  date  to  establish  a  Social  Service  De- 
partment and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  secure  a  competent 
nurse  of  large  experience  in  the  Social  Service  Departments  in  the 
leading  American  Hospitals. 

Changes  on  the  Staff. 

Dr.  J.  N.  E.  Brown,  after  six  years  of  faithful  and  honorable 
service,  resigned  on  April  15th,  1911  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  C. 
K.  Clarke. 

Miss  Cringle,  House-keeper,  resigned  on  August  15th  1911.  Her 
successor  has  not  yet  assumed  her  duties. 

As  in  the  past  many  persons  have  contributed  freely  both  to 
the  funds  and  resources  of  the  hospital,  indeed  the  interest  taken 
in  the  affairs  of  the  institutions  by  the  public  generally,  augurs  well

for  the  prosperity  and  maintenance  of  the  much  larger  undertaking 
on  College  Street.  We  are  indebted  to  the  following  persons  for 
gifts  during  the  year:— Dr.  A.  R.  Gordon,  Mr.  McMahon,  Mrs.

The  theoretical  and  practical  work  in  the  Junior  year  has  been 
considerably  changed.  Since  the  first  of  January,  there  has  been  a 
consistent  effort  made  to  conform  to  the  lines  of  the  teaching, 
regularly  laid  down  in  the  leading  English,  American  and  Canadian 
nursing  schools.  The  classes,  during  the  year  have  been  received 
into  the  school  in  sections  and  for  four  months  each  section  has  been 
given  a  prescribed  course  of  classes,  demonstrations  and  practices 
in  the  fundamentals  that  underlie  practical  and  theoretical  nursing. 
This  system  has  the  advantage  of  preparing  the  pupil  during  the 
first  few  weeks  of  hospital  life,  for  the  hospital  routine,  as  well  as 
the  emergencies,  giving  them  a  fair  opportunity  to  become  con- 
versant with  expected  duties,  the  appearance  and  action  of  common 
drugs,  the  construction  of  the  human  body,  the  laws  of  hygiene, 
bandaging  and  surgical  tecnique,  etc.  before  being  given  the  actual 
care  of  the  sick  patients  in  the  wards.  This  decided  increase  in 
the  hours  of  study  and  practice  curtails  the  number  of  hours  spent 
in  the  wards,  per  week,  from  66  to  47.  I  might  confidently  add  that 
the  absence  of  the  probationers  from  the  wards  during  the  hours 
mentioned,  has  not  lessened  the  amount  of  actual  nursing  accom- 
plished, nor  has  it  appeared  to  increase  the  share  of  work  for  the 
accepted  nurses. 
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The  teaching  of  dietetics  has  continued  uninterruptedly  since 
November  1st,  In  addition  to  the  knowledge  acquired,  the  work 
done  in  the  diet-kitchen  has  materially  improved  the  character  of 
the  cooking  of  the  food  and  its  serving  for  the  private  patients,  as 
as  well  as  the  care   of  thehospital  property  in  the  serving  pantries. 

I  beg  to  acknowledge,  with  gratitude  the  valuable  services  of  the 
members  of  the  Staff,  who  have  continued  to  deliver  lectures  to  the 
school,  also,  the  kindness  and  consideration  of  Dr.  Yellowles  who 
has  been  physician  to  the  school  during  the  year  and  who  has  as- 
sisted very  much  to  lessen  the  days  of  illness  for  the  nurses,  I  wish 
also,  in  this  connection  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  advice  given 
in  consultation  by  Dr.  Chambers  and  other  members  of  the  Staff. 

On  behalf  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  Nurses,  I  beg  to  ex- 
press gratitude  and  appreciation  to  all  who  have  by  their  generosity 
and  labors,  contributed  to  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  the  nurses.

As  pointed  out  in  last  year's  report  it  is  essential  that  some  better 
method  for  securing  post  mortem  examinations  should  be  adapted. 

On  July  1st.  Dr.  N.  T.  McLaurin  was  appointed  in  charge  of  the 
Clinical  Laboratory  and  a  Pathological  interne  service  wasestablish- 
ed.  This  service  consists  of  two  men  a  junior  and  a  senior,  the 
length  of  service  being  one  year.  The  junior  does  the  routine  work 
in  the  Clinical  Laboratory  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  McLaurin, 
while  the  senior  does  the  routine  work  in  surgical  and  general 
Pathology.  At  the  end  of  six  months  the  j  unior  interne  is  promoted 
to  senior  interne  and  the  senior  interne  is  eligible  for  appointment 
on  one  of  the  Clinical  services.  After  the  years  training  in  general 
Laboratory  work  the  services  of  these  men  in  clinical  work  should  be 
very  valuable  to  the  various  services.  By  the  above  appointments 
it  has  been  possible  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  laboratories 
to  the  study  and  the  diagnosis  of  many  interesting  cases  in  the  wards 
and  Out  Patient  Department.  A  routine  Chemical  and  Bacteri- 
ological examination  of  the  Hospital  milk  has  been  made. 

The  following  subjects  have  been  of  special  interest  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Department: — 

1.  Pathology  of  Appendicitis. 

2.  Pathology  of  Nephritis.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THERAPEUTIC 
INOCULATION. 

Dr.  C.  K.  Clarke,  Superintendent,  Toronto  General  Hospital: 

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Department  of  Therapeutic  Inoculation  of  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital.  The  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  carried  on  as 
follows : — 

First. — Two  Out-patient  clinics  have  been  held  each  week  where 
suitable  cases  have  been  treated.  These  have  been  very  satis- 
factorily attended. 

Second. — Upon  request  various  cases  of  infection  have  been 
treated  in  the  wards.     The  number  of  these  has  been  small. 

Third. — Upon  request  from  outside  physicians,  quite  a  number  of 
patients  of  the  class  who  would  occupy  public  wards  in  the  General 
Hospital,  have  been  seen,  investigated,  and  treated.  Vaccines  of 
various  sorts  have  been  provided  for  similar  cases  to  outside  phy- 
sicians and  hospitals. 

Fourth. — Anti-typhoid  inoculation  has  been  instituted  among  the 
students  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University,  and  supplies 
of  it  has  also  been  sent  to  doctors  throughout  the  country  on  de- 
mand. 

Lastly,  special  attention  has  been  devoted  to  bacteriological 
investigation  of  common  colds  and  chronic  bronchitis. 

This  work  will  be  continued  throughout  the  year  and  reported 
upon  later. 

I  should  like  also  to  state  that  we  will  be  glad  to  prepare  special 
vaccines  or  provide  stock  vaccines  for  any  of  the  profession  in  the 
city  and  province,  free  of  charge,  on  request  for  deserving  cases.

C.  K.  Clarke,  Esq.,  M.D.,  Medical  Superintendent,  Toronto  General 
Hospital: 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  fifth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Neurological  Wards  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1911. 

There  remained  in  these  Wards  on  September  30th,  1910,  seven 
patients — 4  men  and  3  women.  There  have  been  admitted  during 
the  year  91  patients — 34  men  and  57  women :  hence  the  total  number 
of  patients  in  these  wards  during  the  year  was  98.  Of  this  total, 
30  were  under  observation  only  and  4  remained  under  treatment  on 
September  30th,  1911.  Thus  there  were  64  patients  whose  treat- 
ment had  terminated  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

These  diseases  from  which  these  patients  were  suffering  were  as 
follows:  Neurasthenia,  55;  Hysteria  4,  Epilepsy  4,  Paralysis  Agitans 
1.  Thegeneralresultsof  treatment  in  these  64  cases  were  as  follows: 
Recovered  8,  Improved  41,  and  Unimproved  15. 

In  regard  to  these  results,  it  is  often  difficult  when  a  patient  is 
discharged  in  a  much  improved  condition  of  health  to  state  whether 
such  a  patient  should  be  classified  as  "recovered"  or  only  "im- 
proved." While  I  have  continued  to  place  any  doubtful  cases  on 
the  "improved"  list  rather  than  on  the  "recovered,"  an  examin- 
ation of  the  reports  of  these  patients  extending  over  a  period  of  over 
four  years  after  their  discharge,  shows  that  more  than  75%  of  the 
"improved"  cases  had  really  "recovered"  and  could  have  been  so 
classified.  Moreover,  these  same  reports  clearly  demonstrated 
the  permanency  of  the  benefit  derived  from  treatment  in  these  wards. 

In  order  to  study  more  fully  the  results  of  treatment,  I  have  sub- 
divided the  above  55  cases  of  Neurasthenia  so  as  to  separate  those 
cases  in  which  pronounced  psychical  symptoms  predominated:  in 
other  words,  those  cases  in  which  an  intensification  of  the  symp- 
toms would  have  resulted  in  an  attack  of  Insanity.  Of  these  there 
were  31  cases  (15  men  and  16  women)  and  the  results  of  treatment 
were  as  follows:  Recovered  4,  Improved  18,  and  Unimproved  9. 
In  regard  to  these  9  unimproved  cases,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that, 
although  on  leaving  the  Hospital  the  symptoms  had  apparently 
not  sufficiently  ameliorated  to  classify  any  of  them  as  "improved, " 
the  subsequent  reports  we  have  obtained  showed  that  two  at  least 
of  this  number  have  recovered — "W.  G.,  report  27th  October,  1911, 
states  he  is  well  and  has  resumed  his  former  employment:  and  V.S., 
report  23rd  August,  1911,  states  that  she  is  well  and  attending  to 
household  duties."  If  we  accept,  therefore,  the  test  of  time,  the 
year's  results  would  be:  Recovered  6,  Improved  18,  and  Unimproved 
7. 

Two  causes  have  contributed  to  the  greater  proportion  of  un- 
improved cases  this  year.  (1)  The  more  advanced  state  of  the 
disease  at  which  some  of  these  cases  have  been  admitted,  and  (2) 
that  some  were  unwilling  to  continue  their  treatment  a  sufficient 
length  of  time  to  determine  a  final  result.     Notwithstanding  these 
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cases,  however,  the  results  were  very  gratifying,  especially  in  view 
of  the  very  large  proportion  of  those  classified  as  "improved' '  who 
were  able  to  resume  the  duties  soon  after  leaving  the  Hospital. 

Of  the  30  observation  cases,  13  were  found  on  examination  to  be 
insane  and  were  transferred  to  a  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  or  taken 
home  by  friends:  11  from  various  causes  did  not  continue  their 
treatment  more  than  a  few  days;  and  the  remaining  6  were  found  to 
be  suffering  from  the  following  diseases:  1  Disseminated  Sclerosis, 
1  Uterine  Tumour,  1  Scarlet  Fever,  1  Myocarditis,  1  Alcholism,  and 
1  Cerebral  Tumour.  These  patients  were  transferred  to  other 
Departments  of  the  Hospital  or  taken  home. 

As  these  Neurological  Wards  (the  first  in  Canada — )  were  opened 
in  May  1906,  a  period  of  nearly  five  and  one-half  years  has  elapsed, 
and  I  thought  perhaps  a  summary  of  the  results  obtained  to  date 
might  be  of  interest. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  these  wards  since  their 
inception  was  402,  and  the  general  results  of  treatment,  as  well  as 
the  benefits  derived  from  observation,  have  been  shown  in  the 
previous  reports  to  have  been  quite  satisfactory.  As  one  of  the 
chief  objects  aimed  at  in  the  establishment  of  these  Wards  was  the 
prevention  of  acute  insanity,  the  result  of  treatment  of  that  pro- 
portion of  these  cases  in  which  an  intensification  of  the  symptoms 
would  have  resulted  in  an  attack  of  insanity  is  of  special  interest. 
Of  the  402  cases  admitted,  160  belonged  to  this  class.  The  result 
of  treatment  at  the  time  of  their  discharge  is  as  follows:  Recovered 
49,  Improved  85,  and  Unimproved  26.  Hence,  in  over  83%  (those 
recovered  and  improved)  the  immediate  danger  of  an  attack  of  in- 
sanity was  averted. 

As  the  proportion  classified  as  improved  in  the  above  list  is  large 
and  might  be  considered  doubtful  in  regard  to  the  ultimate  result 
obtained  from  treatment,  I  have  endeavoured  to  obtain  notes  of 
these  cases  at  various  times  after  they  left  the  Hospital,  and  the 
positive  results  thus  obtained  proved  that  80%  of  these  "improved  " 
cases  were  able  to  resume  their  daily  duties  soon  after  leaving  the 
Hospital,  and  consequently  this  proportion  of  the  "improved" 
cases  could  quite  properly  have  been  classified  as  "recovered." 

It  is  not  only  a  study  of  the  successful  cases,  however,  which  is 
interesting.  Of  the  unsuccessful  cases,  I  have  reports  on  14:  of 
these,  2  committed  suicide,  and  12  became  insane.  The  question 
here  naturally  arises — where  would  the  remainder  have  been  without 
treatment?  The  rapidly  increasing  number  who  are  daily  passing 
over  the  boundary  line  of  insanity  without  treatment,  and  filling 
our  Asylums,  is  the  best  answer  to  the  question. 

In  conclusion,  the  results  obtained  by  treatment  in  these  special 
Wards,  extending  over  a  period  of  more  than  five  years,  clearly  prove 
that  Acute  Insanity  can  be  averted  in  at  least  75%  of  the  cases  that 
come  under  treatment  sufficiently  early. 

The  results  as  shown  by  this  and  the  previous  reports  of  these 
Xeurological  Wards  demonstrate  beyond  a  doubt  the  value  of  a 
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work  which  has  hitherto  been  entirely  neglected;  and  I  would  re- 
spectfully urge  upon  the  Board  of  Governors  of  this  Hospital  the 
pressing  need  for  the  establishment  of  similar  Wards  in  the  new 
hospital.  Not  only  is  this  demanded,  if  the  advancement  of  medi- 
cine in  Toronto  is  to  keep  pace  with  the  views  of  some  of  the  best  au- 
thorities on  this  Continent,  but,  further,  the  laity  who  have  con- 
tributed so  largely  to  the  construction  of  the  new  hospital  will  very 
justly  feel,  that  this  hospital  should  afTord  every  facility  for  the 
best  treatment  of  this  ever  increasing  class  of  diseases,  the  ultimate 
results  of  which  are  so  often  disastrous. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  these  Neurological  cases 
might  be  treated  in  a  Psychiatric  Clinic  with  the  Insane,  but  one 
has  only  to  turn  to  the  latest  Report  of  the  Pavilion  for  Mental 
Diseases  in  the  Albany  General  Hospital,  where,  in  spite  of  the  most 
advanced  methods  of  treatment  and  the  most  suitable  surround- 
ings, this  suggestion  has  proved  entirely  impracticable.  In  this 
Report,  issued  November  1911,  a  summary  of  more  than  nine 
years*  work  done  in  this  Pavilion,  states  that  of  the  2156  patients 
admitted  there  were  only  51  cases  of  Naurasthenia.  Could  a 
clearer  proof  of  the  fallacy  of  this  suggestion  be  desired?  It  dem- 
onstrates beyond  doubt  that  neurological  cases  will  not  undergo 
treatment,  in  the  same  department  of  a  General  Hospital  as  the 
insane,  until  the  advanced  stage  of  their  disease  renders  this  step 
compulsory — and  this  advanced  stage  can  only  be  averted  by  early 
treatment. 

I  may  add  that  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
has  already  been  offered  (entirely  unsolicited)  towards  the  erection 
of  a  Neurological  Pavilion  in  the  new  hospital,  and  I  have  every 
confidence  that  any  appeal  to  the  pubic  for  this  purpose  will  meet 
with  a  generous  response.

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REGISTRAR'S   REPORT. 

C.  K.  Clarke,  Esq.,  M.D.,  LL.D., 

Dear  Sir:— We  beg  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Registrars  for 
the  year  1910-1911. 

For  three  years  the  plan  of  having  only  one  Registrar  for  all  the 
Services  was  tried  but  it  involved  too  much  work  for  one  man,  and 
had  the  additional  disadvantage  that  the  Registrar  was  working 
with  histories  of  departments  in  which  he  was  not  mterested.  At 
the  beginning  of  this  year  Dr.  D.  E.  Robertson  was  appomted  as 
Surgical  Registrar.  Dividing  the  work  of  the  department  between 
a  Medical  and  a  Surgical  Registrar  has  proved  satisfactory.  A  fur- 
ther improvement  would  be  the  appointment  of  Registrars  for  both 
the  Ophthalmological  and  Oto-Laryngological  divisions. 

Our  duties  in  connection  with  the  histories  do  not  commence 
until  the  patient  is  discharged  from  the  hospital.  The  super- 
vision of  the  histories  in  the  wards  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of 
each  service.  The  histories  from  every  service  show  the  lack  ot 
proper  supervision  while  in  the  wards. 

There  were  5684  patients  treated  in  the  hospital  during  the  past 
year,  an  increase  of  487  over  the  previous  year.  This  increase  was 
divided  among  the  divisions  as  follows.  Medical  46.  Surgical 
322      Obstetrical  10,  Ophthalmic  37.     Oto-Laryngological  62. 

Deaths  in  the  hospital  number  343.  a  decrease  of  12.  There 
were  169  cases  of  cancer,  a  decrease  of  19,  233  cases  of  tuberculosis 
an  increase  of  53,  156  cases  of  syphilis,  an  increase  of  66.  ihe 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  syphilis  treated  is  accounted 
for  by  the  discovery  of  salvarsan  by  Ehrlich,  a  large  number  of 
patients  came  in  purposely  to  receive  this  treatment. 

In  the  medical  wards  there  was  an  increase  ^^^^  28  to  49  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  endocarditis,  an  increase  from  75  to  137  in  rheu- 
maiic  fever,  and  from  84  to  124  in  lobar  pneumonia  The  decrease  in 
TrWpe^s  from  37  to  9  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  hospital  no  longer 
adr^ks  this  infectious  disease.  The  decrease  of  typhoid  fever  is 
noSble,  from  304  to  209  cases.  The  effect  of  chlorinating  the 
water  was  seen  in  a  few  weeks  by  the  dropping  off  ;"  typhoid  ad- 
m,•^^^ons  Of  the  209  cases  treated  in  the  hospital  at  least  85  cases 
Tre  contracted  Outside  Toronto.  This  leaves  about  126  cases  con 
tracted  in  Toronto  compared  with  last  year  s  record  of  253  tour 
cases  occurred  in  the  hospital  staff  and  2  of  these  were  from  the  sur- 
gical  wards.  .  ,.  .  . 

In  the  surgical  division,  the  main  increase  was  in   appendicitis, 
from  290  to  §72  cases  with  11  deaths.       The  deaths  nearly  all  oc 
rurred  in  cases  where  operation  was  de  ayed.     There  were  24  cases 
of  ectopic  gestation  operated  on,  with  1  death. 

The  Oto-Laryngological  records  show  an  increase  of  15  in  the 
number  of  cases'^of^mastoiditis,  and  of  97  tonsil  and  adenoid  cases. 
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In  the  Ophthalmic  Division,  there  was  an  increase  of  27  in  the 
number  of  patients  suffering  from  cataract. 
The  Statistical  report  is  appended.
